federal trade commission loday In a 
special report to congress. 
Existing 


laws which have been Interpreted by 
the supreme court in the case against 
Colgate & Co. and In oilier test cases 
to prevent flxliiu of 
re-sale 
prices 


should be amended the commission be- 
lieves, with a view to removing the 
present complexity |n tho business 
world, to promoting tho efficiency of 
manufacturing and commercial Institu- 
tion and to serving ihe Interests of 
the consuming public. 


Under tlw> commission's recommenda- 


tion, first advanced In a 
report 
to 


coneresn last December, manufacturers 
rieElrlne 16 fisi and maintain re-sale 
prices would file with an agency to be 
designated by cont-r'ess descriptions of 
their article.i, 
contracts of sale and 


the price schedules to bo maintained. 
Tlio disinterested 
agency 
would 
bo 


(•turned with the duty, 
-upon com. 


plaint of any dealer'or consumer or 
other party at Interest" to review the 
terms of contracts and prices. 


Tha commifsion's recommendations 


were based on the following conclu- 
sions: 


Producers of Identified goods—iden- 


tified by trade mark, or trade practice 
—should be protected In their Intang- 
ible property right or good will, cre- 
ated through years of fair dealing and 
or sustained quality of merchandise. 


The unlimited power both to fls and 


to enforce and maintain re-sale prices 
may not be mads lawful with safety. 


Unrestrained price cutting is not In 


the public Interest and tends eventu- 
ally to Impair, If not to destroy, the 
production and distribution of articles 
desirable to the public. 


"There must be a common ground" 


the commission's reprot said, "where- 
in the rights of producers and con- 
sumer may each he fully Becured and 
equity done to all. The supremo court 
has made It clear that In the present 
state of the law the maintenance of 
a rs-eale price by the producer Is a rc- 
atralnt of trade and Is unlawful 


"Such being the 
judgment of 
the 


supreme court, the federal trade com- 
mission has enforced the 
law 
even 


though it may have appeared to oper- 
ate inequitably in some cases.. 


In its enforcement of this rule the 


commission has been mindful that the 
cnttlng of a recbgnbed re-sale price 
on well established and identified ar- 
ticles has been, at times. Induced in 
for unfair traja purposes. 
When so 


unfairly used, such price cnttlng :s at- 
tempted to be cloaked as lawful com- 
petition and justified by the supreme 
court decisions. 


"Thus, both In 
price 
maintenance 


and prior cutting under certain condi- 
tions are found to be unfair and busi- 
ness men are perplexed. 


"It Is urged and. the commission be- 


lieves with reason, that it would be 
unwise to vest with tho manufacturers 
of articles the right without check or 
review, 
both to fix and compel 
the 


maintenance of re-sale prices.".

the consuming public. 


Under tho commission's recommenda- 


tion, first advanced In a 
report 
to 


congress last December, manufacturers 
desiring 10 fix and maintain re-sale 
prices would file with an agency to be 
designated by .congress descriptions of 
their articles, 
contracts of sale and 


the price ?chedules to he maintained. 
The disinterested 
agency 
would 
be 


charmed with the ,luty. 
"upon com- 


plaint of any dealer or consumer or 
other party at Interest" to review the 
terms of contracts and prices.

were based on the following conclu- 
sions: 


Producers of Identified goods-iden- 


tified by trade mark or trade practice 
—should bo protected In thoir Intang-

may not be made lawful with safety.

state of the law the maintenance of

supreme court, the federal trade com- 
mission has enforced the law, even 
though it may have appeared to oper- 
ate Inequitably In some cases. 


In Its enforcement of this rule the 


commission has been mindful that the 
cutting of a recognized re-sale price 
on well established and identified ar- 
ticles has been, at times, Indulged in 
for unfair Hade purposes.
